But there is um utter absence 
of the niilitary spirit in China which, joined 
to » most complete and general dishonesty 
in the administration, ‘renders all attempts 
at resistance to invadion hopeless from the 
outset. The only’ possible hope for China, 
so far as we cau ace, is that the victors in 
the late campaign will quarrel over the 
spoils, and that.a war between them will 
yet arise out of the difficulty of reconciling 
conflicting interests, 

lt is sad indeed to think that such a 
contingency is. even possible. It would be 
agrent moral descent for the great Powers 
of the West, who represent Christianity und 
modern civilisation, to let loose the dogs of 
wor in this ancient Empire in. order to 
satiate their wnbatlowed lust of territory 
or greed of gold. How much bettor might 
they be employed in sceking'to find a means 
of-assisting Chinn to rise from the slough 
into which she has'fallen, to help to mainta io 
avimpaired and undiminished the grand 
empire which has for 8» many centuries 
owned the same flag, possessed the same 
literature, customs, and manners, been 
peopled by one homogeneous race, and which 
ia capable of such great development if 
preserved intact, and governed liberally and 
well.

whon returning to take the Trans-Siberian 


SU Railway route from Chinn, When I oxprassed 


my Intention of doing this, I was discouraged 
by my friends in England, Isdia, Burma, tho 
Straits, and China. I was tho first pormaneat 
rosidont of Hongkong to make the journey, 
Sovoral yoars ago much youngér men than my- 
sulf roughed it between Vindivosteck and 
Irkutsk, doing the journoy overland, oxmping, 
riding, ote, J was told the effort would: break 
down my health, My oxporience hay been 
the contrary,” This route is bound to be 
the roato of fhe futare between Europe on 
the ona side, and China and Japan on tho other, 
‘Tho railway journey is expected to be reduced 
to one of ten days between Daluy aud Moscow. 
To the first ‘instance, the recommendations in 
fuvonx of the xoute are: the short time novessary 
to do it, ugainst 3) to 35 days required by the 
soa; tho cold climate, againat the hot climate;

Lloft Hongkong from the Kowloon Wharf 
Company's pier by the P. and O, Company's 
stuamer tho Coromandel for Shanghai, . , 
‘Tuesday, the 14th April, at 7 0.m., ve anchored 
near Wousung: At 9.30 a.m., we loft the side of 
tho Coromandel and started for the city, At 12 
am. we arrived at. the wharf off Public 
Gardens, We stayed ot the Cenlral Hotel. 
Board ond lodging only $7 per day, Called at 
the offlce of the Russo-Chinoso Railway

We take the following from an artiola in the 
Montreal Witness on tho Chineso roform 
eociotica —~ . 
’ “In ‘Canad ond the United States thoro are 
now some 120 of theso ‘reform socisties, with 
upwards of 30,000 mombors, all Cautoneso, 
each of whom has-paid ono dollar to the funds 
of tho society, Adding to thasa- rho societies in 
operation iu China makes somo 4 0 in.oll, with 
a memborship of'3,500,000, Besides tho reform 
of corrupt polities thoy plan a vommercial 
reform which is to begin iu the shapa of 
4 large bank in Hongkong, wholly oporated 
hy the “Chinese thomevlves, All banks. now 
in tho city are operated by Wosterners, 
though thoso aro largely depondent.on tho 


Cantonowo for tho successful conduct of. 
tho acto.— business, ‘Phe samo roformors aro 
planning the’ establishment . of - papor-mills, 
olectrie railways from town to te~n, a morchants’ 
exchazye,.and oven a big de, .rtmental store, 
This roform, the reformers thomaelves say, is 
tho diroct result of tho tench ings of Christianity, 
Kang Yu Wei declared on one occasion:— I owe 
my convorsion and my knowledge of reform to 
tow writings of the missionaries,’ Similarly 
Mr. Pow Cheo, who is travelling with Mr. Long 
[Long Kai Cheu], in Knox Church on Sunday 
‘night said ‘to the teachors of tho. flourishing 


' Chinese school there; —' You teachors aro doing 


the best port of the reform work for China, 
Give us more teachers and more missionarios, 
Mr. Long declared he ‘had nowor seen such 2 
pieturo, sv many scholara (about three bundred - 
were present)surroumiod by somuiy Wendliors, who | 
must opprove of our reformation, aud go are our 
good frends. Through your pupils here you 
exert on influence over-all Chin, 

“With the successtal outworking of this re. 
gorm, Mr. Pow Chee declared, China would soon 
egase to be a trouble to the conutries of the 
west. A new era had already begun, and the 
establishment of factories and tho development 
of the uatural resources of the country sugared 
a rapid reform. And supposs thure were now 
100,000 Chinese in this coutinent whe had been 
coming sinco 1648? Did not as many as that 
come from Europe in oné anmmer? Or do we 
insist on. sonding them back? ‘Very woll,' 
ssys a Chinese missiénary, do 0. It will be 
greatly for China's good. Porsccution is a 
splendid developer,’ But what shall’ we an- 
swer to the nation kept of God all these years, 
surely for some groat purpose? Are these few 
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but that affoct could be given tothe suecaeding 
recommondations withoyt any change in tho-luvw. 

In the cours of. their, report, the committes 
state that, in their opinion, Lascara oud othor 
Asiotics who sre British. subjocts stand on ao 
different footing from foreigners, and that, apart 
from their claim as British subjects, thay ‘have 
sleo somo claim for employmont, because British 
yeasels have displaced tho native trading vessols.

inoreaso of foreign scamon employed. Lasoars, 
it is odted, aro in most eases horeditary 
snilors, and hove special qualifications for 
work as firémon ia hot climates... Thoy are 
fomporate, and those who appeared! bofore tho 
committes mado 9 most.favoarable impression. 
The evidence showed that they were most 
amenable and contanted crews, snd that, in 
consoquenoy, their employment as firemen had 
grown largely, not only in the tropics, but alsoin 
vessels trading botwean ports with the tropics 
and the United Kingdom. The comwitteo do not 
foel competent to express any dacided opinion in 
regard to the omploymant. of Lascara ia mon_ 
of-war, but they have no doubt of their desire to 
bo so employed or of their compotency at lonst 
in the capacity of stokers and firamen, On the
